RADIO RECEPTION, 

Among the outstanding faults of the radio ia- 
dustry, according to H. A. Bellows, of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, is the failure of broad-

individual or organization, 

This phenomenon is not as apparent today 
however, as it Was even a year ago, for with 
the development of receiving equipment greater 
fidelity of tonal color has been achieved. As 
receivers are refined still further, more faith- 
ful reproduction is to be expected, and as this 
comes to pass the ‘‘sameness” of broadcasting 
programs probably will disappear. The radio 
commission is authority for the statement that 
of the 27,000,000 homes in the United States 
6,500,000 are equipped with radio. When one 
considers that the radio as an instrument of 
entertainment has been in use only a few years, 
this does not seem like such a poor showing. 
With better programs, however, the percentage 
radios undoubtedly will 
increase considerably.

Acre of Human Beings Pays 
$2,800,000 to See Spectacle

OLDIERS FIELD, Chicago, Sept. 22 
S (AP.)—In a setting that could 

scarcely have been more pictur- 
esque had it been painted by a mas- 
ter’s brush, a crowd of 140,000 to 150,000 
spectators jammed, in the blackness 
of night, into Soldiers Field tonight for 
the Jack Dempsey-Gene Tunney world’s 
heavyweight championship ‘ight. 

An acre of more of human beings paid 
the staggering sum of $2,800,000, the 
rich gate in prize-fight history, to see 
and form the background of this great 
spectacle. The stupendous crowd was 
a record-breaker, eclipsing the previous 
high mark of 130,000, with gate re- 
ceipts of nearly $2,000,000, at the bat- 
tle at Philadelphia @ year ago, when 
Dempsey, in a pouring rain, lost his 
title to Tunney. 


This tremendous crowd, attracted 
to the biggest arena in America, 
gathered to witness the most- 
talked-of battle in all the history 
of glove fighting and for the great- 


est purse ever offered—$1,000,000 
to the champion and $450,000 to 
the challenger. WM was strictly a 
Dempsey crowd—four out of five 


pulling for the popular Manassa 
Mauler to regain his lost honors. 


It was a magnificent spectacle. Each 
person seemed conscious of the fact 
that she or he was forming an impor- 
tant part of a human design that set- 
tled itself in the monster horseshoe- 
shaped concrete bowl, closed on both 
Sides and around at the south end, with 
temporary seats closing the north end 

The crowd, gathering slowly and or- 
derly in the dusk, filed out of the 
stadium as orderly as it came.
